The South Hampstead Murder, 


Lowpowr, Oct. 27.—Tnols morning’s papers 
extol the activity of the South Hampstead 
police and detectives in the progress they 
have made in the direction of conclusively 
proving the identity of the murder of Mrs. 
Hobbs, and compare their efforts with those 
of the pelice of Whitechapel district in their 
search for Jack the Ripper, to the disparage- 
ment and ridicule of the latter guardians of 
the peace and security of the public. 

TUE PRISONERS. 

Nellie Piercy, the woman arrested on sus- 
picion of having murdered Mrs. R. M. 8. 
Hobbs, whose body was found fearfally muti- 
latedin South Hempstead on Friday night 
last, was brought before the Police Court at 
Hampstead this morning for prelim- 
inary examifation. Hobbs, the  hus- 
band of the murdered woman, was placed 
on the stand, and during the rigerous 
examination which followed admitted the ex- 
istence of a Nalson detween the prisoner, 
Nellie Plerey, aud himself. It was brought 
out in the testimony that Hobbs possessed a 
latch key to the woman’s house. The witness 
admitted that his visits to his mistress bad 
been frequent, and that he had no suspicion 
of bis wife’s knowledge of his criminal rela- 
tions with the prisomer. Evidence given by 
the police and others who visited the resi- 
dence of the woman Piercy, showed that a 
terrible ight must have taken place in the 
kitehen between the Infuriated women. The 
windows were smashed and the furniture 
splashed with blood and weapons used in the 
awful struggele were found with clots of 
blood and locks of gory hair adhering to 
them. It was also shown that after the com- 
mission of the crime an attempt had been 
made to remove the blood stains. 


The Triple Alliance. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The coming interview 
between Sig. Crispi aud Chancellor von 
Capriviis of grave importance, inasmuch as 
the Italian Minister will take occasion to se- 
cure the interference of Germany with Aus- 
trian affairs in behalt ot Italy. The insecure 
condition of Italy’s foreign relations is due, 
according to Crispi, to the Irredemptist agi- 
tators and to Archduke Salvator of the de- 
throned house of Tuscany and his 
Austrian wife, Archduchess Valerie, 
whose household is a sort of secondary 
Tmperlal courtand a nest of intrigue. The 
Archduke has been known to express the be- 
lief that the present condition of Italy was not 
permanent, and as the Archduchess, notwith- 
standing der formal renunciation of the crown 
of Austria, is still in the line of succession, 
these utterances have caused much feeling in 
Humbert’s court aed joy at the Vatican. The 
Itallan Government prevented the general 
officers of ite army from presenting Von 
Moltke asword on his birthday, and Orispi 
will have this to contend with in the negotia- 
tions. 


Ralfour th Ireland. 


DuBLIN, Oct. 27.—Mr. Balfour, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, who is making a tour of 
the western counties, willremain at Belmul- 
let, County Mayo, to-day. Thence he will

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The proposition fer com- 
mercial reciprocity between Germany and 
Austria has met with an unexpected obstacle 
im the Frankfort treaty, guarantecing to 
France equal privileges as to commerce with 
those granted by Germany to any other 
power. Germany is not prepared for this, as 
her manufactures, crippled by the loss of 
American trade, will speedily be crushed by 
the competition of; the more skillful French. 
These negotiations must therefore necessarily 
fail. , 


Socialists’ Gains in Belgium. 


BRUSsBLS, Oct. 27.—The Socialists have 
gained a sumber of seats in the municipality 
of Brussels, and mace such headway in the 
provinces that second baliote in many of the 
provincial towas are rendered necessary in 
order to determine the results.

1 thank you in the name ot those who 
fought together with you fer all you have 
done for my house and the greatness of the 
Fatherland. I greet you as a leader who has 
created in the army a spirit of invincibleness. 
The presence of the King of Saxony on this 
oocasion recalis the time when he and yeu 
fought for Germany’s greatness. All here feel 
gratitude toa chief who bas not been con- 
tented to stand alone in his greatness, but 
who bas been active in forming a school for 
army leaders for ail time to come. 


A Decisiosa Reversed, 


HaAL AX. Nove Scotia, Oct. 27.—Newfound~ 
land papers contain the judgment of the 
Supreme Court ta the case of Capt. Pincelll, 
Master of the Gloucester schooner Howard 
Holbrook, charged with violating the Bait 
act, for which the Captain was fined $500 and 
the schooner, with her cargo and outfit, con- 
fiscatea bythe lower courts. Judge Little 
gave judgment reversing the decision of the 
court below, canceling the bonds deposited 
and releasing the vessel. 


Balgarian Affairs. 


Lowpox, Oct. 27.—Frince Ferdinand ef Bul- 
garla opens the Sobranje to-day with the 
usual formalities. An abstract of his steech, 
announced in advance of its delivery from 
the throne, represents the Prince as express- 
ing himself well satisfied with the foreign 
relations of the country, and conveys his in- 
tention to institute reform in the laws and 
code of justiceand economy in the military 
administration. 


A Disasirous Storm. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The sterm which has pre- 
valled throughout the extent of the Mediter- 
ranean during the iast two dayshas inflicted 
immense damage upon shipping generally 
and in many cases upon the stanchest war 
vessels. The Italian Mediterranean squadron 
has sustained damage whieh it will require a 
million francs to repair, and many smaller 
craft have been driven ashore and broken to 
pieces or foundered in mid-sea. 


Production of hihine Wine Curtailed. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The production of Rhine 
wine from the famous vineyards in the vicin- 
ity of Worms will be greatiy curtailed by the 
changes necessary to the construction of the 
new barbor at that ancient city. In order to 
meet the requireqmensts of the improvements 
under way and contemplated, several large 
vineyards on the banks of the Rune will be 
destroyed, and their sites are expected to be- 
come the scene of commercial activity.

Feur Leaders of the Local Order Discharged 
This Mersing—Their Services Were 
Not Satisfactory to the Company“ 
Stery of the Dismissed Empleyes—Sept. 
Baker Talks.

graph Co. and the Brotherhood of Telegraph 
Operators reached St, Louis this morning, de- 
cinning with an aggressive movement on the 
part of the company, Which was to the fullest 
extent a deciaration ot the policy to be pur- 
sued by that cerporation in its dealings with 
the new organization, 

Four of the oldestand, it is said, the best 
telegraphers in the 6ompany’s employ in St. 
Louis were notified shis morning that their 
services were no longer satisfactory to the 
Western Union Telegraph Oo., and 
that in censequence the lr donne o- 
tion with the Gompany would be 
terminated with suck notice. The men dis- 
charged were D. B. Grandy, T. I. Irwin, O. 
B. Graves and C. MeMelll. Of this quartette, 
who were the first to fall in the wire conflict, 
Graady had beeh lu the employ of the West- 
ern Union for the past twenty-five years, 
McNeill for the past seventeen years, and all 
four were classed as first-rate operators, hav- 
ing been cenzected with the 68. Louis 
effice for several Fears past. While no 
charge of being Brotherhood members was 
made against them ie morning as a reason 
for their discharge, Shey have been among 
the most prominent workers in the local 
organization, and were notified last Thursday 


that unless they seVered their connection 
with the Brotherhood they would not be re- 
tained in the company’s service. Their prompt 
eee to-day, therefore, is taken 
naturally as the firs local deciaration of 
war by the Western Union against the 
Brotherhood. Following a well-defined rumor 
current upon the street yesterday that Supt. 
L. C. Baker of the St. Louls office had been 
instructed by Col. ©. OClowry by wire 
Saturday night to discharge all local mem- 
bers of the Bretherhood, the dismissal of the 
four men named was accepted as confirmatien 
of that rumor this morning, and created 
considerable excitement as to the immediate 
results of such decisive action iu its bearing 
upon the Westera Union local service, 
THE FIRST FOUR TO GO. 

The four men discharged te-day were seen 
immediately after leavigg their instruments 
by a Post-DIsPATCH reporter and gave their 
version of the conflict thas opened. While 
stating that their mnection with the 
Brotherhood was undoubtediy the cause 
of their discharge from Western 
Union service, the men were very moderate 
and temperate in their statements, and made 
no threats of trouble following such action. 
Mr. O. MeNelll was the freest in his discus- 
sion of the situation, and his interview was 
accepted by his three companions as fairly 
and cerrectly stating the case as it stands 

ay. Mr. McNeill said: 

„„We were notified by Supt. Baker this 
morning that our services were no lenger 
needed by the Western Usion Oo.

explained fully what it hoped to accomplish 
by its organization. There is no antagonism 
towards the Western Urion Co. in- 
voived in the Brotherhood organization, 
and the order was not founded for 
the purpose of fighting the company.

AN EARLY MORNING FIRE 


THE POST-OFFICE AND OTHER BUILDINGS 
AT ANDOVER, o., DESTROY?D. 


‘The Town Without Fire Apparatus and for a 


Time atthe Mercy of the Flames—News- 

paper Office at Peru, Ul., Gutted—Power 
and Round-House Destroyed—The Con- 
flagratien at Mebile, Ala. 


ASHTABULA, O., Oct. 27.—Fire broke out at 
4:30 this morning in Meriey’s boot and shoe 
store at Andoverand spread rapialy. The town 
had no fire apparatus, and an engine was sent 
from Jefferson. The fire was extinguished tt 
8 o’clock, after fifteen bulidings, including 
the Post-office, had been completely de- 


stroyed. All were business places. The 
cause of the flre is unknown, and estimates 
of the loss and insurance not yet obtainable. 


Conflagratien at Mebile, 


MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 27.—Yesterday about 
$1,000,000 worth of property was destroyed by 
fire. Eight warehouses, 8,000 bales of cottons, 
three cotton compresses, a cotton seed oil 


mill, an ice factory, the Mobile Fertilizer Fac- 
tery, two coal yards, three steamboats and «a 
box factory make up the list of the estab- 
lighments destroyed. The fire started about 
12:30 o’ clock in the shingle mill of Stewart & 
Butt, There wasahigh wind, which carried 
the fames and made the work of fighting the 
fire extremely difficult and dangerous. The 
fire worked toward thesouth and southwest 
with great rapidity. The Standard Oil tanks 
were saved but Goodwin’s Warehouse caught 
Are and was soon swept away. From there 
the fire caught the Selma warehouse 
centaining 1,200 bales of cotton; then the 
Tyler compress caught and burned to the 
ground. The fire ranged along the warehouses 
and was burning furiously when it was dis- 
covered that the Mobile and Monutgome 
whart was on fire. Then the cottonseed oil 
mills burst into flames. From the 
wharf the cottonseed warehouses caught 
and spread slong the water’s edge 
and set the wood-yards and steamboats 
ablaze. Two residences were swallowed up 
and a number of miner places destroyed. 

The estimates of the privcipal losses are as 
follows: Stewart & Butt’s shingle-mill, $17,000; 
Colller’s cotton compress and warehouse, 
owned by G. M. Townsend, New York, $70,000; 
Tavior’s cotton compress and warehouse, 
owned by John L. Taylor & Co., New 
York, $25,000; Merchants’ cotton press 
and warehouse, owned by G. B. Thames 
and others, $30,000; Brown’s cotton ware- 
house, owned’ by Bester& Barker, $10,000; 
Goodman’s cotton warehouse, owned by Bar- 
ker & Levy, $10,000; Selma cotton warehouse, 
owned by E. W. Townsend, New York, $10, - 
000; Truitt warehouse, owned by John T. 
Taylor, $10,000; Emanuel warehouse, owned 
by Emanuel & ‘Tate, $10,000. These ware- 
houses and cotton presses contained altogether 
about five thousand six hundred and thirty 
bales of cotton, all destroyed, $281,500. The 
Mobile & Birmingham temporary freight 
depot was burnea entirely.

This strange case is an unusually ead one, 
as seven children, the youngest about 3 years 
old, are thrown on the world though both 
Parents are living. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brennan came to this city from 

hem, Fa., teen . years ago. 
Mr. Brennen ‘ie an iron-molder and 
found empioyment in the milis of Carondelet. 
His record in the late war as a rebel soldler, of 
which he boasted a great deal, caused him to 
be duboded Rebel Jack, and by that name 
most generally known in South 
St. Louis. He did not work constantly 
and provided for his family ina very meager 
way. Hequarreied with his wife, and her 
friends claim he has not spent a happy day 
for many years. The oldest daughter was 
married five years to r. 
Harrison, who is employed 
with Scrugaes, Vandervoort 4 Barney. 
and they kept house in Carondelet. r. 
Brennan’streatment of his wife became so 
Cruel that she often was coinpelied to take 
refuge in Mr. Harrisons home, ana for some 
time prior to rer departure from the city, Oct.

As the train was pulling imto the city she 
handed ber 16-year-old daugher her purse 
and some packages, and running out on the 
platform fumped off while the train was 
moving Those who saw her

strange break they began a search for her, 
ut to no purpose.

the Indians of the extreme Northwest are in a 
periectiy peaceiul condition, and says he 
thinks shey willremain so indefinitely ‘‘un- 
less goaded to desperation by the constant 
encroachments of the whites and their acts 
of injustice.’" He says in regard to courts- 
martial: 

“Supposed irregularities in court-martial 
proceedings have recently given rise to a 
good deal of comment throughout the coun- 
try, and a preposition has been made to take 
from department commanders the power to 
order general courts and rest it 
only in division commanders. I 
am of the opinion that this would bea great 
mistake, would not bein furtherance of the. 
administration of justice and would simply 
add one more to the disadvantages of the 
present division organization. ’’ 

He recommends, however, certain improve- 
mente inthe administration of military jus- 
tice as follows: To authorize the Secretary by 
law to establish a schedule of punisiments for 
certain well-defined offenses, to which courts 
should conform in their sentences; by reguir- 
ing a sirict compliance withthe law in con- 
voning general courts; by establisuing a mi- 
tary court of appeals whose duties should be 
similar to correspdnding civil courts. 
Gen. Gibbon reports the troops 
in his department to be in 
good condition as regards discipline and drill, 
and gives it as his opinion that the various 
measures taken to decrease the number of 
desertions in the army will result beneficially. 

„No stop. hesays, ‘‘will produce better 
resuite than the:planto get better material 
by enlisting the recruits in the rural districts 
rather than In the crowded cities.’’ 

He reports the canteens in his department 
as being in satisfactory condition, and savs 
the system is not only better than thatof 
traderships, but that tne enlisted men are 
beginning to realize some of its benefits. 
He recommends that te War Depart- 
ment charter a seaworthy vessel for the 
transportation of stores across the mouth of 
the Columbia River and Baker's Bay, as was 
done until recentiy when the contract for that 
service was disapproved. Since the stoppage 
ofthe steamer, the garrison at Fort Oanby 
has been cut off from the ordinary table sup- 
plies.

effect I think it is very likely that before sub- 
mitting any plan the Attorney-General the 
committee would firat be courteous enough to 
submit it to me for examination. That is 
what they did with the preliminary 
pian for the depositing of the certtficates, 
andIthbink it is very likely that the same 
course would be adopted with the final pian. 
No such plan has been submitted to me yet; 
in fact I have not seen Mr. Magoun since his 
return from Europe.’’

HE VISITS Sry. 


A Glowing Tribute te the Commerce and 
Manufactures of the West—St. Louis as 
a Masufacturing Center — Impertant 
Omission in the Silver Bill—The Me- 
Kinley Bill. 


This morning Gen. Benjamin F. Butler of 
Massachusetts arrived in the city on bis way 
from Colorado to the East. He spent the 
morning in his private car, where he 
received a number of his friends. At 
12:30 James Campbell, who is interested 
in several b siness ventures in Colorado with 
the Ex-Goversor eof Massachusetts, catied 
upon bim and drove him to the Merchants’ 
Exchange. There he was received by Ex- 
President E. O. Stannard, whe in the absence 
of Vice-President Marcus Bernheimer, greeted 
him on behalf of the Exchange. He spent 
seme time im the Seocretary’s office renewing 
old acquaintances and making new ones. 

GEN. BUTLER’S ADDRESS. 

Atl e’ clock he was escorted to the rostrum, 
leaning on the arm of Gov. Stanard. The 
weight of years evidently oppressed him 
seriously. His step was slow ana uncertain, 
his band shook, and im speaking his 
voice was tremulous, but gathered 
atrength as he proceeded. The famous cock 
in his eye was not nearly so prenounced as 
formerly, but the right lid still droops per- 
ceptibly. Gov. Stanard stepped to the ros- 
tum, rapped for order and said that he wished 
to introduce Gen. B. F. Butler of 
Massachusetts, although as a matter of fact 


he needed no introduction to an American 
audience. Gen. Butier then stepped to the 
freat and said: 

„Gentlemen of the St. Louls Merchants’ Ex- 
cange—I willspeak to you not as members of 
different pelitical parties, but as fellow- 
citizens. One and all are deeply interested 
in whatis bestforthe country. I regard St. 
Louls as an excellent example of the best that 
America can de. St. Louis is ene of the great- 
est financial, commercial and manufacturing 
eities of the United States, and events have 
proved the statesmanship of those who 
chose this as the site of a great 
city. As long ago as the time when 


the French tried to draw a cordon around the 
Eaglish settlements, St. Lonis was selected as 
the site of the principal Western fort, and 
time has proved how foresighted they were. 
COMMERCE OF THE WEST. 

Tou of the West scarcely appreciate the 
value and extent of Western commerce. The 
commerce carried on upon the great lakes 
alone is greater than the commerce to and 
from the United States on the ocean. Ire- 
member when the bill was passed making an 
sppropriation for a canal at Sault Ste. Marie. 
It was believed that the canal would be a 
convenience to the lumber men 
of the Northwest, and us it 
would not cost much it was decided to con- 
structit. Last year the traffic through this 
canal for the eight months during which it 
was opened was greater than that through 
the Suez Canal, the possession of which has 
been a matter of bitter controversy 
between great nations. It this 
little canal is 80 important, 
what must your greatriver be? As a citizen 
of Lowell since 1828 I am nota little envious 
of the manufacturers of St. Louls. We mana- 
facture cetton and wool, but you manufacture 
everything, and in the muitiplicity 
of your interests fail to recog- 
nize how great you are. St. Louis 
manufactures more boots and shoes than any 
place In the ceuntry, and yet few of the citi- 
zens are aware ofit. I am envious ef St. 
Louls manufactures, because with such a 
Splendid State behind it, plenty of empley- 
ment could be found fer capital in agricul- 
ture, without taking the manufactures away 
from poor Massachusetts, which can do 
nothing else. 

THE PROTECTIVE TARI?F?®. 

„„I do not intend to touch extensively on 
politics, but will say that I am a protectionist 
from head to beel. Under Washington the 
firet protective tariff’ was passed. The bill 
stated that it was for the protection of Ameri- 
can industries. I not only believe in the 
protection ef American industries, but of all 
American industries. You may have heard 
that for many years [fought fer the coinage 
of silver. Fer this I was calied a thief, a rob- 
ber, and many other kind names. Hard 
names do not kill, however; if tney did I 
should have been dead long age. The silver 
bili did not take the right directios. It should 
have provided for the coinageof American 
silver alone. The product of our mines falls 
a little short of the $64,000,(00 that are te be 
expended each “year, but if tite bill 
had continued this provision, the product in 
a year would have been sufficient to supply all 
requirements. In reference to the tariff bili I 
do not consider it as the end of human intelli- 
gence, but you can rely upon it that it never 
will be substantially altered, t the great 
— of protection can neve changed. 
n conclusion I Wien to say thatin no city of 
the country are the men of wealth and the 
men of industry se closely united as they are 
in St. Louls.

officers. And small as is the vote the en- 
tire registration permits, there is reason 
to fear that many of the registered will be 
kept away from the polls by an exag- 
gorated idea of the trouble of voting un- 
der the new law, and that many more 
votes will be lost through the mistakes ot 
voters in preparing their ballots. 

Unfortunately their doubts will be in- 
creased by reports about the instructions 
to be given to election officers. The aver- 
age voter, however, will find it easy to 
prepare his ballot according to law by 
following the diréctions of the law itself 
as found in sec, 4781: 

On receiptof bie ballot the elector shall 
forthwith and without leaving the polling 
place, retire alone to one of the places, booths 
or compartments previded to prepare his 
ballot. Me sball prepare bis ballet by cross- 
ing out therefrom the names of all candidates 
except those forwhom he wishes to vote, er 
in case ofa Dallot containing a constitutional 
amendment or a question to be submitted to 
the votes of the people, by crossing eut there- 
from parts of the ballot in such a mauner that 
the remaining parte shall express his vote 
upon the question submitted. After prepar- 
ing his ballot, the elector shall fold the same 
so that the face of the ballot will be eon- 
cealed, and the signature, or initials of the 
judges may be seen. He shall then vote 
forthwith and before leaving the polling 
place. 

This simply means that he will find on 
the ballot given him the names ofall the 
candidates that can be voted for,and that 
his vote forgone candidate for each office 
will be counted if he leaves the name of 
that candidate unscratched on any part 
of the ballot, and is careful to scratch or 
place acanceling mark on the namesof all 
other candidates for the same office. 
Of course, if he leaves the nanies of two 
candidates for the same office, or the 
es“ and No“ ou the constitutional 
amendment, both unscratched, his vote 
for neither will be counted, but the rest of 
his ballot, as far as it is properly prepared 
by scratching to show his intention, will 
be counted. 

Any instructions which may be given 
election officers to count only the votes 
printed or written in party ticket group- 
ings, after other ticket groupings have 
been canceled in full by the voter, wil 
not be in accordance with the law. The 
provision of sec. 4774 for blank spaces 
in each party ticket merely enables the 
voter to cancel entirely ali of the party 
tickets but one, and then to scratch as 
many names on that one as he chooses 
and to write in place of them names from 
the tickets he has canceled. 

Any ballot canceled as authorized by 
sec. 4781 will fulfill the requirements of 
the law and clearly show how the voter 
exercised his choice. So will any ballot 
prepared by writing in one place a name 


scratched with a group in another place.

makes it certain that the result of the

The Visit ef Sir Robert Bond to Glouces- 
ter, Mass, An Informal Presentatien of 
Certain Matiers—Eeciprecal Kelations—

Secretary Blaine te Be Renewed. 


WASHINYUTON, D. U., Oct. 27.—Sir Julian 
Pavocefose has returned to Washingten and 
Secretary Biaine’s return on Thursday will 
renew the megotiations concerning the Beh- 
ring Sea controversy. 

It bas been asserted,’’ said Sir Julian last 
evening in conversation with a reporter, 
„that in company with Sir Kobert Bond, 
Colonial Secretary for Newfoundland, a 
visit was recently paid to Gloucester, Mass., 
and an sddress delivered there as to the es- 
tablishment of reciprocal fishery relations 
between the United States and Newfound- 
land. Lean only explain that story by say- 
ing that not long age I received a notification 
from the Imperial Government tbat 
Sir Robert Bond had a proposition 
to submit regardiag the wishes of the 
Newfoundland people im respect to the fish- 
eries question. Idesized to have the matter 
presented to Secretary Blaine and as 1 was 
absent from Washington atthe time the Sec- 
retary courteously received Sir Robert in- 
formally and listened to what he had to say, 
it having been understood that I would pre- 
sent the matterto him officially on a later 
occasion. From Washington Sir Robert came 
to Magnolia, Mass., where I was stopping, 
and stated that he had several letters to gen- 
tlemen at Gloucester and wished to obtain 
their sentimentsoen the fishery question. I 
farnished him with .a conveyance and 
he went alone to Gleucester, from 
where he returned to his home. I 


did not go to Gloucester or to any other piace 
in Massachusetts to talk elther to business 
men or to official men on this question, nor 
did Sir Robert do anything more than talk 
informally with persons with a view to learn 
the drift of sentiment. So that is all of the 
Gloucester story, said the British Minister 
laughingly. 
RECIPROCAL RELATIONS. 

There is no doubt, said he, that the 
people of Newfoundland desire to establish 
reciprocal reiations with the United States, 
and that is the substance of Sir Robert Bond’s 
proposition, which I shall submit te Seeretary 
Blaine this week. If the suggestions are ac- 
cepted by her Majesty's Government! will cer- 
tainly manifest a friendly desire to co-operate 
with the United States Government and that 
of Russia in the ocoupation ef seal rookeries 
and the prevention of any violation of the 
laws. These proposals have bees framed in a 
spirit of justice and conciliation and with an 
earnest desire to terminate this controversy 
in a manner bhonorabie to ali parties and 
worthy of the three great nations concerned. 
Now, it Secretary Blaine desires to discuss 
the matter with me oa this plane,’’ Sir Julian 
added in vonclusion, there will shortiy be 
an end to the Behring Sea fisheries trouble. 

„Regarding the bring Sea question,’’ 
continued ir Julian, ‘‘Il shell renew 
to Mr. Blaine my proposition for 
arbitration, fer that is the only 
sure remedy for existing 
condition of affairs. Despite the fact that the 
articles for a convention loeking to this end 
were not acted upon last April, when I pre- 
sented them, it speaks well for Secretary 
Blalne and the people of the United States 
that no acts of hostility were perpetrated 
during the sealing season just closed. There 
bas, however, been so change in the nego- 
tiations since Lord Salisbury submitted the 
proposition for arbitration to Mr. Blaine, to 
which, dy the way, the latter has thus far 
vyouchsafed no reply. Still, it is an important 
matter, and I presume the Secretary of State 
desires to consider it very fully and in all its 
bearings 

BEFORE MAKING ANY RECOMMENDATION. 

„From the commencement the sole object of 
negotiation has been the preservation of the 
five seals species for the benefit of mankind 
and no considerations of advantage to any 
particular nation orof benefit to any private 
interests should fall inte the question. Here 
there is urgent necessity for a mtxed comm 'is- 
sion of experts which should be allowed at 
least two years in which to make a thorough 
investigation of this question and submit the 
result of their findings to the Governments in- 
terested as speedily as possible. Pending the 
result of such an inquiry, it isimprobablie that 
any eppreciable diminution of the fur-seal 
species would take place. But in order to 
quiet all apprehensions on that score, I pro- 
pose the following provisional regulations: 

‘*First—That pelagic se ling be prohibited 
in the Behring Sea, Ses of Ockotek and adjoin- 
ing waters during the months of October, 
November and December, the migration 
periods of the fur seal. 

‘*8econd—aAll sealing vessels be prohibited 
from approaching the breeding islands w ith- 
in a radius of ten miles. 

„These would put a stop to two practices 
complained ofas tending to exterminate the 
species. Firstly, the slaughter of female seals 
with young during the migration period, and 
especially in the marrow passes of the Aleu- 
tian Islands; secon „ the destruction of 
females by marauders surreptitiously sealing 
inthe breeding isiands under coverof the 
dense fog that almost continuously prevail 
in that locality during the summer.’

The County Fair asd Ite Horse Race deore a 
Suceess—"*The World's YFair’’ at the 
Grand—‘A Tin Seldier’*’ at Pope's— 
„Lest ia New Terk“ and Specialty Opes 
at Bavilin’s and the Standard. 


Another small section of New England

„ne County Fair’’ . 9 possession of the 


stage. 

This remarkably 8 example of the 
rustic drama, while partaking io large meas- 
ure of the characteristics of ‘‘The Old Home- 
stead,’” does not fully reach its level. 
It te mot altogether of the same class. 
The Old Homestead’’ represents an evolu- 
tion of character and incident accomplished 
on a broad basis, while the County Fal“ 
represents the building of a drama on a 
particular incident of a sensational nature. 
Ip the former the realism arises from the 
natural action of the play, and in the latter 
the play is made to fit certain realistic inei- 
dents. There isamaked difference here in 
the intention of the dramatist and the motive 
of the play. The County Fair’’ 
may be called a feature drama, and 
as everything is to a certain extent 
subordinated to one striking mechanical aud 
spectacular episode the drama loses in purity 
of motive and artistic quality. it runs in the 
last two acts to busking bees and horse racing 
at the sacrifice of genuine dramatic strength. 

Yet there is compensation in this sacrifice 
ef dramatic strength in the popular result 
achieved, and it must be confessed that the 
author and the company develop the inter- 
est of the play iteelf as far as possibie. 
The horse race situation and the 
stake method of lifting a mortgage 
hardly ts a New England old maid 
of the best type or a strict New England com- 
munity, but the end may be taken as justify- 


ing the means. The fret two acts are devoted 
to the story and a number of homely amusing 
incidents and of lifelike, pleasing characters 
are presented. Abigail Prue, the prim and 
sharp, but good-hearted, old mal is the 
central character, and ber cheerful poverty, 
her lingering love affair with exasperatingly 
siow Otis Tucker her eccentrie ways 
and final triumph over troubles of 
beart and purse claim chief attention.

_ mish h the juvenile fun. e husking bee pre- 
™ sents a — and realistic country scene in 
Mise Abbey’s bara. A quartette gives seme 
excellent music, and Miss Margaret May as 
Tagge sings and dences cleverly. The race 
scene is a remarkabie plece ofrealism. Three 
horses mounted by jockeys were shows run- 
ning apparently at top speed, and one of them 
forgedaneck ahead at the close. The false 
effect of seeing the race as one would see it 
while running withthe horses is presented, 
but in the excitement ot the moment the audi 
ence does not notice this, and theeffect is that 
Ot an exciting horse race. 

The characters were 
hands. Fanny Deanbam Rouse took the part 
of Abigall Prue with thorough naturalness 
and taking humor, while W. H. Benton as Otis 
lucker, Edward Lee as Tim the Tanner. Jes. 
R. Smith as Solon Hammerhead, Fitzhugh 
Owsley as Joel Bartlett, Margaret May as 
Tagge and Elia Salisbury as Sallie Greenaway 
were satisfactory. The audience war entbhusi- 
astic in approval of the piay, laughed uproar- 
jously at the fun and greeted the race scene 
With a storm ef applause.

If the Chicago Worid’s Fair should turn out 
to be anything like the stage representation 
of it presented by Rice’s Surprise Party at 
the Grand last evening, people will go miles 
out of their way to keep from seeing it.

THE BARRUNDIA CASE. 


MINISTER MIZNER’S COURSE FULLY AP- 
PROVED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


The Diplematic Representative of the United 
States in Central America Retains the 
Cenfidence of the Admuisistration—Mr. 
Miszner’s Efferts te Pretect Gen. Barrun- 
dia—Allegations of Crime Against the 


Latter. 


Wasuincror, D. C., Oct. 27.-It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Mizner, the United States 
Minister to Central America, has received 
from Secretary Biaine assurances of the ap- 
proval of the President ef his conduct in the 
Barrund ia case and has been fully justified in 
the course he pursued. This infermation 
comes from the city of Guatemala, where 
itappears the State Department was most 
anxious that tbe information should be first 
officially promulgated. Tae reason for this is 
that as the President nad no intention of re- 
ealling him it was deemed important 
in view of the steps taken ia 
Congress to obtain the State Department eor- 
respondence, that the Central American 
Government sheuld kaow as speedily as pos- 
sible that Minister Mizner still retained the 
confidence of the Administration. According 
to the announcement Minister Mizner Is hela 
mot to have exceeded his duty. On the con- 
trary, he went further in the matter in the 
interests of Gen. Barrundia and his family 
than he was required to do. He secured a 
Written guarantee from the President of 
Guatemala and the Minister of Foreign Rela- 
tions made to the Government of the 
United States that in no case would 
the life ef Barrundia be endangered. 
Minister Mizeer so stated in his letter to Capt. 
Pitts, which was read and tranusiated to Bar- 
rundia. It appears alse that Mizner did not 
order his surrernder. He simply called the 
Captain’s attentlon to the instructions laid 
down by the State Department fer the in- 
formation of commanders of merchant vessels 
in just such cases. It also appears that the 
solicitude sot te involve the company in 
tsouble with the Guatemalan Government 
was wholly om the side of the captain of 
the Acapulco. The demand for Gen. Bar- 
rundia was not based on political grounds, 
but entirely upon allegations of crime. 


Minister Mizner, im his explarmation to the 
State Department, says he knew of an intense 
personal feeling existing against Barrundia 
growing out of his fermer conduct as Secre- 
tary of War, and kong also the temper 
of the Guatemalans at the time, he deemed it 
but just that, if landed, he should have the 
protection of the Guatemalan Goverament 
against mob vielence. Such guarantee was 
made to the Government of the United States 
and not to Minister Mizner, in order that it 
might mot thereafter be alleged that the arrest 
of Barrundia on a charge ef malfeasance in 
moe was merely a pretext to expose him to 
assassination. he guarantee was also 
given on aceount ofthe Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Co., to avoid all pretextof refusing to 
surrender persons on proper demand. It 
also appearsfrom the statement thatif the 
surrender bad not been made the steamship 
would nave become iiablete egal procedure 
and the company would not have ground for 
asking the intervention of the Government, 
Gen. Barrundia’s pelitical acts did not enter 
into the consideration of the question and 
Capt. Pitts“ conduct, it is understood, has 
also been appreved by the steamsphip com- 


pany.

An exchange in opposition 
to the present one has been talked of for some 
time by the dissenting members, and it is 
more than likely that one will 
be started immediately, with Mr. Tyler 
in charge.

haps murder. But it is a fact that there was & 
well-defined plot to prevent Dixon from win- 
ning if Murphy proved te be ne match for 
him. That the plet was not carried out was 
due partiy to the vigilance of the referee and 
partly tethe idea which many entertained 
until the last round that Murphy was holding 
back until Dixon should exhaust 
self. As was stated on the 
night of the fight, everybody vondered 
at Murphy's apparent inability to 
cope with Dixon. It had been admitted every- 
where that Murphy was the harder bitter of 
the twe men, and when he stood back on the 
defensive tliroughout the fight the knowing 
ones held their peace and awaited develop- 
ments. Dixon himself was as puzzied as 
those outside of the ring. He had anticipated 
the nardest-battie of his life, and instead 
found aman whe was less trouble than an 
amateur. He could not account for it, and 
was constantly on the alert ready to meet any 
sudden ousiaught. He did not dare let him- 
self loose until thirty-five rounds had been 
fought. Then he began to realize 
that Murphy was not in as good 
a fix as had deen reported, and 
be proceeded to finish him up in short order. 
At that time, too, it dawned upon Nurpby’s 
friends,who were pledged to make him ‘‘win, 
tie or wramglie,’’ that their favorite was & 
whipped man, Then it was tbat the plot be- 
came apparent. The men who were interested 
in the scheme are so prominent that their 
names would instantly be recognized by all 
New York and Boston sporting men.
